King, the leader of the civil rights movement in the 1950's 
ind 1960’s was shot April 4, 1968 on the balcony of the 
^orraine Motel. He was in Memphis on behalf of the striking 
garbage workers. 

On the evening before his death. Dr. King, called Rev. 
Lawson the “leading theorist and strategist of non-violence in 
the world.” Rev. Lawson is currently leading an effort of 
clergymen to obtain a trial for James Earl Ray.
